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ABSTRACT 

In this paper 49 angiospermous species—32 dicotyledons and 17 monocotyledons are listed. 
Polypogon monspeliensis Desf. and Meuicago polymorpha L. are recorded for the first time from Gujarat. 


INTRODUCTION 

The present authors have been exploring many 
parts of Sabarkantha and Mehsana districts in 
North Gujarat, including areas in vicinity of Khed- 
brahma since April 1966, gathering a wide range of 
collections. Khedbrahma region in Sabarkantha 
District, bounded on the north and east by Rajas¬ 
than State is botanically interesting as to the com¬ 
ponents of the vegetation which include a few 
elements of Rajasthan and Sind flora. Bhatt, Sabnis 
and Bedi (Bull. bot. Surv . India 11:309-321. 1969) 
have listed 550 angiosperms from this region. How¬ 
ever, our collection presents a few more species not 
listed by them. In this note 49 angiospermous 
species are listed of which 17 are monocotyledons 
and 32 are dicotyledons. The collection numbers of 
the junior author from Khedbrahma are given in 
brackets at the end. Plants marked with an asterisk 
are not given in Cooke’s Flora. The synonymy re¬ 
presents the nomenclature used by Cooke (FI. Pres. 
Bombay 1901-1908).
